RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENTS PROCEDURE 

On October 5, 1948, the President issued Executive Order 10004 prescribing the pro- 
cedure for the administration of the reciprocal trade agreements program under the 
provisions of the “Trade Agreements bxtension Act of 1948.” 

By this Order, the President establishes the Interdepartmental Committee on Trade 
Agreements, or the Trade Agreements Committee. It will consist of representatives of 
the Secretaries of State, Treasury, Defense, Agriculture, Commerce, and Labor, and of the 
Administrator for Economic Cooperation. The representative from the Department of State 
shall be the Chairman of this Trade Agreements Committee, whose main function will be 
to act as the agency through which the President shall seek information and advice before 
concluding a trade agreement. 

The United States Tariff Commission (which is not represented on the Trade Agreement 
Committee) will receive a list of all imported articles to be considered in the negotiation 
of a trade agreement. The Commission is then required to make an investigation, during 
which public hearings must be held for the purpose of determining: 

(1) the limit to which modification of duties and other import restrictions, imposition 
of additional import restrictions, or continuance of existing customs or excise treatment 
may be extended in order to carry out the purpose of the Trade Agreements Act without 
causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or similar 
articles; and 

(2) if increases in duties or additional import restrictions are required to avoid serious 
injury to the domestic industry producing like or similar articles, the minimum increases 
in duties or additional import restrictions required. 

The President also established the Committee for Reciprocity Information, This will 
consist of the same persons as the Trade Agreements Committee, except that the repre- 
sentative of the Department of Commerce will act as its Chairman. Its main function is 
to act as the agency to which interested persons shall present their views regarding 
existing or proposed trade agreements. Separate public hearings may be held by the 
Committee for this purpose, The text of Executive Order 10004 is as follows:

| powed S. RADCLIFFE was born in Cornwall-on-Hudson just a few miles above West Point. His 
experience in the import trade began just prior to World War | when he was employed first 
as a stock clerk and then as a salesman for a New York firm of textile importers. After two years 
with the United States Marine Corps, he rejoined the import firm of M. M. Trafford Co. as o 
partner and made many buying trips to Europe for the firm. In 1928, he formed his own import 
firm, Harry $. Radcliffe, Inc., specializing in the importation of pile fabrics, velvet ribbons and 
novelty silks. In that same year, he became chairman of the Velvet Group of the National 
Council of American Importers and led the members of the Group through the tariff campaign 
against the enactment of the Hawley-Smoot tariff duty rates.

or Bland Act), provides for the coordination of forwarding and similar 

servicing of waterborne export and import foreign commerce of the United 
States. The policies and procedures of the United States Maritime Commission 
formerly adopted with respect to foreign freight forwarding applied solely to the 
forwarding of lend-lease cargoes, ete. The enactment of legislation for the relief 
and rehabilitation of foreign countries made it necessary for the commission to 
formulate new procedures to be followed by the Federal departments, with respect 
to the utilization of privately owned American forwarding firms, in the handling 
of Government cargoes exported pursuant to this new legislation. 

The Act also provides that the chairman = association of more than 350 members 
of the Maritime Commission report to Con- vitally concerned in the welfare of the for- 
gress every four months us to the action 
taken thereunder (how Federal depart- 
ments are using foreign freight forward- 
ers), and submit the names of any Fed- 
eral department or agency, or any other 
persons who have failed to cooperate with 
the commission. 

During the interval between the end of 
lend-lease and the beginning of foreign re- 
lief and rehabilitation (January 9, 1941- 
January 30, 1948) no reports were made. 
On July 14, 1948, the chairman made a 
new report for the period covering Janu- 
ary 30-July 1, 1948, in which he outlined 
the procedure followed in clearing foreign 
freight forwarders for eligibility in the 
handling of Government exports. Firms 
that were cleared during that period were 
listed, but otherwise there was no further 
information. Nor did the report cover the 
methods used by the Federal departments 
in selecting forwarders, their volume of 
business, etc. .

warding industry, was deeply interested in 
the extent to which the principles of the 
Bland Act were carried out. It believed 
that the secrecy which had surrounded the 
previous transactions under lend - lease 
should not be repeated, and that the best 
way to assure a fair and wide distribution 
of Government exports among American 
foreign freight forwarders was to give as 
much publicity as possible to the action 
taken by the various Government depart- 

ments and bureaus involved. 

In the interest of the industry, CBFAA 
instituted its own publicity campaign, 
which followed these steps: 

As soon as the Maritime Commission 

announced the names of foreign freight 
forwarders cleared as eligible for the 
handling of Government exports, their 
names and addresses were printed and dis- 
tributed to the entire forwarding industry. 
(As several lists were issued, they were 
combined and published in the November 
issue of this publication.) 

The next step was to ascertain to what 

extent the foreign freight forwarder 
in every part of the United States had 
been able to participate in the handling of 
Government exports; how he was selected; 
who was selected. Accordingly, the three 
Government departments and bureaus— 
the United States Army, Bureau of Fed- 
eral Supply, and Department of Agricul- 
ture—were asked the following questions: 


e What methods were used by you in se- 
lecting forwarders to handle your ship- 
ments and under what conditions? 

e What forwarders were selected by you, 
their names and addresses, and other de- 
tails? 

Some departments answered very 
promptly and in detail; others reluctantly 
and only after much effort. Several of- 
fered tonnage figures which were not re- 
quested. 

The results of this survey were printed 
in a CBFAA bulletin (seven long pages) 
and distributed to the members of the asso- 
ciation. Copies are available to bona fide 
forwarders without cost, upon written re- 
quest. 

Obviously it would be impossible, in this 
brief article, to list all the forwarders se- 
lected by the various bureaus, nor can we 
more than summarize the procedures they 
used in making their selections. 

The U. S. Army divides the country into 
the following four ports of embarkation, 
each employing a different method of se- 
lecting forwarders: 

NEW YORK: Forwarders were required 
to fill in a new questionnaire which was 
carefully checked and eliminations made. 
Those who remained were selected by lot.

Inland Waterway ‘Transportation: That 
inland waterway transportation has _ be- 
come increasingly important in the busi- 
ness and employment economy of the na- 
tion is shown in some up-to-date statistics 
just prepared by AWO. “Inland waterway 
transportation is a very important em- 
ployer of labor,’ says the report. “The U. §S. 
Department of Labor unofficially estimates 


that 46,000 persons are now employed by 
inland waterway carriers and operators, 
two-thirds of them being vessel person- 


number of persons in- 
directly employed—such as workers in ship- 
yards, in warehouses and cargo handlers 
and others, would probably double this fig- 
ure. Total employe compensation for the 
estimated 46,000 persons exceeds $200,000,- 
000 annually.

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THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930 
AS Vt AMENDED

ANY speeches are made and articles 
are written about the need for in- 
creased imports. These are usually pre- 
pared by thoughtful men who are sincere 
in their efforts to place our international 
trade on a sound, self-liquidating basis 
with minimum of Government interfer- 
ence and regulation. Almost everyone 
agrees that the United States, for national 
defense requirements, must import a va- 
riety of strategic and critical materials 
which are not available at all, or which 
are available in adequate quality or quan- 
tity in our country. Almost everyone rec- 
ognizes that our domestic producers must 
have many kinds of raw materials and 
semi-manufactured articles from foreign 
sources to maintain the present high levels 
of productive activity, and most every- 
body understands that American consum- 
ers demand a steady supply of many im- 
ported finished products to meet their 
normal requirements. In prosperous times 
when the national income is at an all-time 
high, the market here for foreign con- 
sumer products in great variety is large. 
Under these favorable conditions, the 
expansion of import trade might be ex- 
pected as a natural development. Two 
main factors are at present combining to 
hold our import trade volume in check: 
* Lack of production at reasonable prices 
in many foreign supply areas which were 
severely damaged during the war, and 
which are now subject to political and 
economic disruption, including currency 
instability. 


specific 


* Trade barriers, both visible and invisi- 
ble, in our tariff and other laws. 

Time will be required for the correction 
of the supply situation abroad, but there 
is no apparent reason why early attention 
should not be given by the new Congress 
to the elimination of unnecessary trade 
barriers contained in our laws. The key 
to an understanding of why our laws still 
contain barriers to imports, despite the 
recognized need for a substantial increase 
in volume, is the fact that our present 
tariff act is, in the main, the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff that was enacted in 1930 by 
a Congress that was extremely hostile to 
any imports which might prove even 
slightly competitive to any domestic prod- 
uct. Not only was the scale of duty rates 
set at that time at the highest level in our 
history, but they were also surrounded by 
administrative provisions calculated fur- 
ther to impede larger imports. In some 
instances, these administrative provisions 
were so worded as to defy flexible inter- 
pretation bv the customs courts or admin- 
istrative officials. 

Through our Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments program, many of the excessive 
rates of duty in the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
have been adjusted to more reasonable 
levels, but the administrative sections 
have been largely untouched. 

In approaching every basic situation, the 
National Council of American Importers 
is noted for its avoidance of vague gen- 
eralities and for its practical attention to 
suggestions and definite action.

THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930 
AS NOT AMENDED—Continued 
Its Board of Directors is an outstanding 
group of business leaders in various im- 
port lines, and the members of tne work- 
ing committees of the Council are care- 
fully chosen for their competence and ex- 
perience in dealing with different aspects 
of the whole import trade problem. These 
men, who serve voluntarily, objectively 
study various questions, make recommen- 
dations, and then the Council takes effec- 
tive action. 

In May, 1945, the Board of Directors of 
the Council approved a report prepared 
after months of study by our Customs 
Committee, relating to desirable changes 
in the special and administrative provi- 
sions of the tariff. This report was pub- 
lished under the title Customs Administra- 
tive Law, and the suggestions contained 
in it seem as valid today as when it was 
originally issued. For instance, a major 
change in our system of valuation was 
proposed. It was suggested that “foreign 
value” be eliminated and “export value,” 
with some needed changes, be made the 
primary basis for ad valorem duties. As a 
secondary basis, it was recommended that 
“United States value” be revised in sev- 
eral important respects. If the Congress 
amends the valuation section of the tariff 
to conform to the principles of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, sec- 
tion 402 will require changes in the same 
direction as suggested by the Council in 
its 1945 report on the subject. 

The General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade calls for other changes in our tariff 
law which may be briefly outlined as fol- 
lows: 

* Section 303 providing for countervailing 
duties to offset subsidies of foreign ex- 
ports should be changed to apply only 
where the effect of the subsidization is 
such as to cause or threaten material in- 
jury to an established domestic industry.

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On Army Relief Berth Cargo, two firms 
were selected for the European Theater of 
Operations. They received 5,270 and 1,279 
weight tons respectively (all figures are 
informal and cover the period June 1- 
October 1, 1948). In the Mediterranean 
Theater, one forwarder was selected and 
received 2,717 tons; in the Far East The- 
ater, one forwarder, no tonnage. 

One forwarder only was selected at each 
outport: Baltimore, 23,422 weight tons; 
Boston, 5,471 tons; Charleston, no tonnage; 
Norfolk, 12,539 tons; Philadelphia, 28,082 
tons; Savannah, 2,736 tons; and Jackson- 
ville, no tonnage. 

As to Space Charter Cargo, Port of New 
York, 16 forwarders were selected, and 
each was assigned to handle a particular 
steamship line. Tonnage ran as follows: 
134 weight tons, 725, 2,272, 6,786, and 
16,583. Eleven firms received no tonnage 
at all. 

Effective December 1, 1948, new for- 
warders will be selected for New York and 
the outports. In other words, the United 
States Army, New York District, which 
covers the East Coast from Canada to 
Miami, will select and announce new for- 
warders throughout its district. 

NEW ORLEANS: Selection was made 
by rotation, each forwarder to handle ap- 
proximately the same amount of tonnage. 
Twenty-two forwarders in 10 ports were 
selected and listed as to periods covered. 
No tonnage figures were offered. 

SAN FRANCISCO: A priority system 
was established. First priority was given 
to firms who, in the judgment of the 
United States Army, were best equipped 
to do the job. Three firms have been se- 
lected to date. The first firm handled 21,- 
270 stowed tons; the second, 1,070 tons; 
the third, 1,340 tons. 

SEATTLE: A priority list of forwarders 
in each port was set up to be utilized in 
accordance with the following resolution 
passed by the local freight forwarders: 
“Each forwarder to handle 10,000 long 
tons; amounts over 10,000 long tons to be 
deducted from next handling period; for- 
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warders to be utilized in lottery order.” 
This applied to Association members as 
well as to non-members. Forwarders were 
utilized interchangeably on all steamship 
lines. 

Forwarders to be utilized under contract 
——in circumstances under which payment 
through brokerage is prohibited—will be 
selected on bid basis; these contracts have 
now been forwarded to Washington for 
manual-approval. No tonnage figures were 
offered. 

Bureau of Federal Supply: It claimed 
that the Maritime Commission made the 
selection of forwarders for them from the 
approved list, and, although denied by the 
Maritime Commission, it nevertheless in- 
sisted this had been the procedure. At 
ports where more than one forwarder is 
available the bureau rotates the traffic so 
as to give each one an equal share as far 
as possible. Forty forwarders in 24 ports 
were named, no tonnage figures offered. 

U. S. Department of Agriculture: The 
volume of ocean tonnage presently handled 
is very small. Considerable tonnage is 
transferred to the Army which appoints 
the forwarders. Forwarders were selected 
by each field office from the Maritime list, 
based on the experience and efficiency of 
service rendered, and distributed equally 
among 61 forwarders throughout the 
United States at 19 ports. No tonnage 
figures were offered. 

It is quite obvious that there is no stand- 
ard procedure in use by: the Federal de- 
partments for the selection and utilization 
of the foreign freight forwarder. Even the 
Army has as many systems as it has ports 
of embarkation. Of course, it must be kept 
in mind that a system that would work in 
a small port with only five or six for- 
warders would hardly be workable in a 
port like New York where the number of 
forwarding firms is close to 500. The ton- 
nage figures shown do not entirely indi- 
cate the actual volume of business, as ECA 
is only now getting into real operation. 

A large amount of the funds expended 
in the beginning was in payment of ship-

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Undervaluation and Fraud

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HE importer who attempts to enter his 
merchandise with the use of false or 
fraudulent documents, with the intention of 
defrauding the revenue, has calculated his 


risks: if he is caught, the penalty will be 
unpleasant, but should not be unexpected. 
However, an importer who is innocent of 


any intent to defraud customs may never- 
theless find himself penalized for fraudulent 
documents or statements, arising at times 
out of his negligence, or the act of his 
agent, or the act of his shipper. This article 
will attempt to analyze the elements that 
may constitute fraud or falsity, so that the 
innocent importer may avoid the severe con- 
sequences of a finding of fraud. 

Inasmuch as the definition of the fraud 
is derived from statute, the law must be 
quoted. Section 592 of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(as amended) provides: 

“Tf any consignor, seller, owner, importer, 
consignee, agent, or other person or per- 
sons enters or introduces, or attempts to 
enter or introduce, into the commerce of 
the United States any imported merchandise 
by means of any fraudulent or false in- 
voice, declaration, affidavit, letter, paper, or 
by means of any false statement, written or 
verbal, or by means of any false or fraud- 
ulent practice or appliance whatsoever, or 
makes any false statement in any declara- 
tion under the provisions of section 485 of 
this Act (relating to declaration on entry) 
without reasonable cause to believe the 
truth of such statement, or aids or procures 
the making of any such false statement as 
to any matter material thereto without rea- 
sonable cause to believe the truth of such 
statement, whether or not the United States 
shall or may be deprived of the lawful du- 
ties, or any portion thereof, accruing upon 
the merchandise, or any portion thereof, 
embraced or referred to in such invoice, 
declaration, affidavit, letter, paper, or state- 
ment; or is guilty of any willful act or 
omission by means whereof the United 
States is or may be deprived of the lawful 
duties or any portion thereof, embraced or 
referred to in such invoice, declaration, affi- 
davit, letter, paper or statement, or affected 
by such act or omission, such merchandise, 
or the value thereof, to be recovered from 
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such person or 
persons, shall be 
subject to forfeit- 
ure, which for- 
feiture shall only 
apply to the whole 
of the merchan- 
dise or the value thereof 
package containing the article 
or articles of merchandise to which such 
fraud or false paper or statement relates. 
The arrival within the territorial limits of 
the United States of any merchandise con- 
signed for sale and remaining the property 
of the shipper or consignor, and the accep- 
tance of a false or fraudulent invoice there- 
of by the consignee or the agent of the 
consignor, or the existence of any other 
facts constituting an attempted fraud, shall 
be deemed, for the purposes of this section, 
to be an attempt to enter such merchandise 
notwithstanding no actual entry has been 
made or offered.” 

Section 591 of the Tariff Act makes the 
offense criminal, by imposing a penalty of 
$5,000 and/or imprisonment for a time not 
exceeding two years. 

The Parties to the Fraud—Under the 
Tariff Act of 1890 and its predecessors, the 
fraud of the consignor or seller was not 
imputed to the importer, or to the impor- 
tation. However, this was found to be a 
loophole as the result of which a number 
of fraudulent importations were unpunished. 
The Tariff Act of 1909 and its successor 
Acts therefore extended the coverage of the 
fraud to include the acts of the consignor 
and seller. Thus, if a foreign seller pre- 
pares a false invoice, perhaps intending to 
help reduce the dutiable value or quantity, 
and acting in complete innocence and with- 
out knowledge of the falsity the importer 
uses this false invoice to enter the merchan- 
dise, the goods are subject to forfeiture. 
If the importer is innocent of any intent 
to defraud, but his agent, entering the mer- 
chandise for him, makes false statements 
or files false documents, the goods are sub- 
ject to forfeiture. 

Fraudulent or False—The word false as 
used here means more than incorrect or 
erroneous. It signifies intentionally or 
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UNDERVALUATION 


knowingly or negligently untrue, and in- 
cludes acts which are falsely done, and cul- 
pable negligence or wrong, and acts per- 
formed with a reckless disregard of the 
means of knowledge. The statement does 
not apply to errors of judgment alone, so 
that a mere mistake in the description of 
imported merchandise, unaccompanied by 
intention to defraud, would not justify for- 
feiture. 

Enters or Introduces, or Attempts to En- 
ter or Introduce, into the Commerce of the 
United States. The goods are subject to for- 
feiture, even if the fraud is not completed, 
as an attempt to make an entry by means 
of any false or fraudulent document will 
justify forfeiture. Placing an importation 
in general order is an attempt to introduce 
the goods into the commerce of the United 
States, so as to subject the merchandise to 
forfeiture for fraud. 

Invoice, Declaration, Affidavit, Letter, Pa- 
per, or Written or Verbal Statement. This 
language indicates how completely the gov- 
ernment has protected itself against the 
form which the falsity or fraud may take, 
for not only a false invoice or document, 
but any false statement in connection with 
the entry may subject the goods to the for- 
feiture. 

Whether or not the United States Shall 
or May be Deprived of the Lawful Duties. 
Prior to the amendment of Section 592 by 
the Act of August 5, 1935, it was necessary 
that the fraud or falsity might deprive the

government of its lawful duties. The court, 
held that importations were not subject to 
forfeiture, notwithstanding fraudulent state. 
ments, if the falsities or frauds did not or 
could not affect the duty. However, this 
amendment makes the goods subject to for. 
feiture, whether or not there may be a logs 
of revenue. The statute continues further 
to provide that the importation is also syb- 
ject to forfeiture where there has been any 
willful act of omission by means of which 
the United States is or may be deprived of 
lawful duties. This would apply to cases 
where although fraud or falsity has not 
been spelled out, a willful omission may 
have impaired the revenue. 

The Forfeiture—The Merchandise or the 
Value Thereof. The penalty is forfeiture of 
all the merchandise, or the value thereof, 
contained in the case containing the article 
to which the fraud relates. If an importa- 
tion consists of 3 cases, the first of which 
contains 6 articles, only one of the 6 arti- 
cles being tainted with the fraud, the en- 
tire first case is subject to forfeiture. In- 
stead of proceeding to forfeit the merchan- 
dise, the government may sue the importer 
to recover the value of the merchandise. 
If the consignor or seller is a party to the 
fraud, as in the case of a false invoice, the 
government may sue the consignor or seller 
as well as the importer. Furthermore, the 
importer is subject to the regular duties for 
the merchandise, even though the shipment 
has been forfeited. 


EXAMPLES OF FRAUD OR FALSITY 


It is obvious that a shipper may prepare 
an invoice which deliberately shows a false 
value. Some variations are more subtle. An 
invoice may be correct with respect to the 
foreign seller, but may not present the com- 
plete picture for customs purposes. For ex- 
ample, if an importer orders and pays a 
firm of foreign engineers to design a ma- 
chine, and then turns the plans over to a 
foreign manufacturer who builds the ma- 
chines, the foreign manufacturer would nor- 
mally invoice only the selling price of the 
machines. However, the dutiable value of 
the imported machines would include the 
engineering cost as well as the manufac- 
turer’s selling price, and the importer should 
take pains, in entering the machines, to 
disclose and enter all the items which go 
into determining the dutiable value. So also, 
importer will frequently purchase merchan- 
dise under terms which include a stated 
price for the articles, and in addition a roy- 
alty. The royalty is part of the dutiable 
value, and should be included on the invoice. 
At other times invoices will show a net 
value for the merchandise, although it is 
actually sold at a higher price, less a dis- 
count. The appraiser must be given an op- 
portunity to determine whether the discount 


is part of the dutiable value, inasmuch ag 
discounts which are not freely offered are 
not deductible from the dutiable value. The 
failure to show the complete conditions of 
the sale could result in a fraud upon the 
revenue, and would subject the importation 
to forfeiture. 

At other times the shipper, in preparing 
the consular invoice, will correctly show, in 
column “9” thereof, the selling price, but 
may fail to show in column “11” the correct 
current price for home consumption or ex- 
port. If a contract is entered into on June 
lst, at a unit price of 100 francs each, for 
future delivery, and on July 1st the shipper 
increases his price to 125 francs each, but 
on August Ist the shipper exports to the 
importer the articles covered by the June 
Ist contract, at the contract price, the ship- 
per should show, in column “11” of the in- 
voice, the new price for the goods. The rea- 
son for this is that the dutiable value of 
imported merchandise is based upon its 
value, not on the contract price solely, but 
upon the freely offered price for the mer- 
chandise on the date of exportation. Here 
the failure of the shipper to show the new 
price in column “11” could subject the im-

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Trade Marks—Proclamation No. 2816 
signed by the President October 9, 1948, ex- 
tends the time for renewal of the registra- 
tion of trade marks owned by nationals 
of Austria and registered in the United 
States Patent Office. If the registration of 
such trade marks expired after September 
3, 1939, and before June 30, 1947, the time 
for renewal of the registration is extended 
until February 28, 1949. 

Administration of the “Escape Clause”’— 
In a report issued February, 1948, the U. S. 
Tariff Commission indicated that, in the 
operation of the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, the “escape clause” specifies that 
the injury or threat of injury to a domestic 
industry must be caused by imports ex- 
pressed in terms of quantity, that is, the 
increase in imports must be absolute and 
not merely relative to domestic production. 
(See U. S. Tariff Commission section.) 


Free Time and Demurrage Charges at 
New York—Over a year ago, the United 
States Maritime Commission held public 
hearings in Docket No. 659 with respect to 
free time and demurrage charges on import 
property at the port of New York. On Octo- 
ber 19, 1948, the Commission issued a re- 
port incorporating its official findings, which 
are: (1) Free time of five days (exclusive 
of Saturdays, Sundays, and legal holidays) 
is adequate free time on import property 
at New York under present conditions; 
(2) where a carrier is for any reason un- 
able, or refuses, to tender cargo for deliv- 
ery, free time must be extended for a pe- 
riod equal to the duration of the carrier's 
disability or refusal; (3) where a consignee 
is prevented from removing his cargo by 
factors beyond his control (such as truck- 
ing strikes, weather, etc.) which affect a 


substantial part of, or an entire port area, 
carriers shall assess demurrage against 
imports at the rate applicable to the first 
demurrage period, as long as the inability 
to remove the cargo may continue. The 
effective date of the Order issued pursuant 
to the findings is December 15, 1948. 

France—iIn connection with the French 
currency regulations which became effective 
October 19, 1948, it has been learned that 
the franc counterpart of dollar freight, in- 
surance, and port charges must now be cal- 
culated on the basis of 50 per cent at the 
official franc rate of 214, and 50 per cent at 
the free market rate of about 313 francs per 
U. S. dollar, instead of on the basis of 100 
per cent free francs as heretofore allowed. 

Mexican Peso—It has been learned that 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York be- 
gan on October 13 to certify the daily bank 
rate for the Mexican peso to the Secretary 
of Treasury for use in connection with the 
conversion of the peso to United States dol- 
lars for customs purposes. The bank rate is 
currently slightly below 14% cents per peso 
in contrast to the parity rate of about 20.58 
cents per peso which had been maintained 
by Mexico up to July 22, 1948. It is further 
understood that the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York will certify the bank rate for 
any date between July 22 and October 13, 
1948, that is required by customs officials 
for conversion purposes. 

French Frane—The French Government 
announced that a decree of the French Ex- 
change Control would be published on Oc- 
tober 18, 1948, establishing the commercial 
exchange rate of the French franc at about 
263 francs to the dollar. This rate is ap- 
proximately half-way between the fixed “of-

porter to the penalties of the statute. 
Another source of difficulty is double in- 
voicing. Importers generally receive com- 
mercial invoices as well as consular in- 
voices. Both should be carefully compared, 
to insure that they do not differ, or that, if 
they do differ, the variations should be 
called to the attention of the customs offi- 
cers, At times a commercial invoice will in- 
clude charges that are not shown on the 
consular invoice. One phase of this problem 
may occur when the importer purchases 
xoods through a foreign agent, who, in or- 
der not to divulge his source of supply, will 
himself execute the consular invoice, at the 
manufacturer's price. The agent should 
show his commission as a separate item on 
the consular invoice, but at times may fail 
to do so, and will instead send a separate 
commercial invoice covering his commis- 
sion. It is the function of the appraiser to 
determine whether this commission is duti- 
able, and he cannot exercise his function 
unless all the facts are disclosed to him. 
A misstatement of quality or grade or de- 
scription may constitute a falsity. Even 
though the shipper may not have intended 
to falsify the invoice, the facts in his posses- 
sion should have avoided the misstatement. 
In some industries it is acceptable practice 
for the manufacturers, if they do not have 
sufficient stock on hand to fill orders com- 
pletely, to include some unordered but sub- 


stantially equivalent articles. A number of 
Swiss watch exporters, in shipping against 
orders, found that they lacked sufficient 
stock to ship the entire quantity of a given 
size. They therefore filled in with some 
watch movements of a different size, and 
correctly stated the total quantity, but did 
not state the correct sizes. The importers 
were penalized under this statute because 
of this method of invoicing. 

The importer has the privilege of sub- 
mitting his documents to the appraiser be- 
fore entering his merchandise, in order to 
obtain the benefit of the appraiser’s advice 
on value. It is at this time that the importer 
may help avoid penalties, but frequently, as 
the result of carelessness, puts himself ina 
position where fraud, falsity, or a willful 
omission may be found against him. The 
importer submits his consular invoice, and 
should at the same time submit copies of 
orders or correspondence or price lists in- 
dicating any subsequent orders, or quota- 
tions, or any other information in his pos- 
session which may affect the dutiable value 
of the importation. If the importer finds 
that the invoice is not correct, or if correct, 
that the price or value has been changed 
for any reason or by any circumstances, he 
should advise his customs broker and notify 
the appraiser at once, in order that he may, 
insofar as is possible, relieve himself of the 
charge of fraud. 


PROCEDURE 


The question of falsity may first be raised 
by a customs examiner or liquidator or an- 
other employee, or by a foreign investiga- 
tor’s report. The matter is referred to the 
customs agents for investigation, and they 
refer their report to the collector of cus- 
toms. In New York the matter falls within 
the jurisdiction of the Solicitor to the Col- 
lector of Customs, who affords the importer 
a hearing, at which the latter may be repre- 
sented by his customs broker and by his 
attorney. If falsity and fraud are beyond 
doubt, the matter may be referred to the 
United States Attorney for forfeiture of the 


merchandise and possible criminal action. 
The importer may petition the Secretary of 
the Treasury for the remission (cancella- 
tion) or mitigation (reduction) of the pen- 
alty, under the provisions of Section 618 
of the Tariff Act. In this petition the im- 
porter should state the facts which tend to 
disprove or minimize the offense complained 
of. The collector makes his recommendation 
on this petition, and the Commissioner of 
Customs, in conjunction with the Secretary 
of the Treasury, decide the action to be 
taken on the petition and the case. 


CONCLUSION 


Section 592 indicates conclusively that a 
merchant must learn a new set of rules 
when he imports goods. He may be an 
expert in the procurement and sale of mer- 
chandise in the domestic market. But he 
cannot rely on that alone if he wishes to 
import. So many are the pitfalls in which 
he may innocently find himself when he 
becomes an importer, that he must reorient 


himself completely. He should make it his 
concern to develop a basic familiarity with 
the customs requirements. His safest and 
most economical course is to consult fully 
with his customs broker, and if necessary, 
with a qualified attorney, and he should at 
all times cooperate completely with the col- 
lector and appraiser.

CHINA TRADE ACT 


CORPORATIONS 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has notified the Council that the deadline 
for filing income tax returns of China 
Trade Act Corporations has been extended 
to September 15, 1948, replacing the former 
deadline of June 15, 1948. The new dead- 
line also applies to payment of taxes dis- 
closed to be due by such returns. The 
Commissioner stated that corporations 
should attach a copy of his communication 
to NFTC to tax returns at the time they 
are filed. Copies of the communication 
are available on request. (M-801). 


JAPANESE PATENT LAWS

in paying for goods that had been previ- 
ously imported. Present plans of the gov- 
ernmental Chilean National Foreign Trade 
Council provide for gradual periodic liqui- 
dations of bills covering the latter at ap- 
proximate three-month intervals. Larger 
payments may be made, according to a 
spokesman for the latter organization, al- 
though they cannot be guaranteed. The 
policy followed has generally been intended 
to liquidate lesser bills completely and to 
pay larger accounts in installments. At the 
end of 1947 merchandise valued at $44,000,- 
000 was stored in customs awaiting foreign 
exchange allocations and about $18,000,000 
was owed to foreign shippers for merchan- 
dise imported against deposits in local cur- 
rency or against accepted commercial bills 
of exchange. It is reported that about one- 
half of the the latter was paid prior to Sep- 
tember. 

With respect to import permits it may be 
said that practically all permits issued in 
1947, covering the entry of non-prohibited 
goods in customs, have been renewed. Goods 
valued at approximately $36,000,000 have 
been involved. The balance of goods in cus- 
toms consists of luxury items, the entry 
of which was prohibited either in Annex 
III to the Foreign Exchange Budget of 
1948, by Decree 952 (August 11, 1947), or 
by their absence from the Foreign Exchange 
Budget. Owing to delays in completing cus- 
toms formalities or due to lack of local 
funds for deposit, there has actually been 
some delay in the withdrawal of goods after 
renewals of import permits.

SOUTH AFRICAN RESERVE 
BANK ACT, 1944 

NFTC is advised by the Department of 
Commerce, Office of International Trade, 
that the Union of South Africa, Second Fi- 
nance Bill, has passed all stages (except 
approval by the Governor General, which 
is anticipated) and that included in this is 
an amendment to the South African Re- 
serve Bank Act, 1944, lowering the reserve 
ratio from 30 to 25 per cent and, addition- 
ally, allowing the Bank to deduct from its 
liabilities an amount equal to the book 
value of its assets held outside the Union 
before calculating the ratio. It is under- 
stood that assets outside the Union would 
include the £80,000,000 gold loan to Great 
Britain and, approximately £50,000,000 of 

sterling and dollar assets held abroad. 


SOUTH AFRICA—IMPORT 
CONTROLS 


The Union of South Africa has established 
import quotas and broadened exchange 
controls and has advised that American 
exporters should not ship goods except un- 
der a letter of credit or a confirmation from 
a South African bank that exchange is 
available. 

Full text of an informatory cable re- 
ceived by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York from the South African Reserve 
Bank, Pretoria, as made available through 
the Foreign Exchange Committee of New 
York, is available upon request. 


COLOMBIAN ECONOMIC 
SITUATION 

In recent weeks mounting public opposi- 
tion to the recently imposed taxes on for- 
eign exchange and the bonuses paid certain 
shippers has been noted in Colombia. Early 
consideration may be expected by the Co- 
lumbian Congress of measures revising 
taxes on exchange, the system of individual 
basic import quotas, and the export bonus 
system. A Committee on Economic Affairs 
of the Columbian Congress under the chair- 
manship of the well-known Columbian 
economist, Dr. Carlos Lleras Restrepo, has 
been studying Colombia’s foreign exchange 
difficulties and on September 13 published 
the first section of a report it addressed 
to the Columbian Senate. Four days later 
an important meeting was held by the 
Committee with the Directorate of the 


Bank of the Republic. The Committee has 
proposed that a broad program be adopted 
into law. 

An English translation of this report 
may be obtained from the Western Hemis- 
phere Division, National Foreign Trade 
Council (Memorandum 1070 “Translation 
of a Report by Dr. Carlos Lleras Restrepo 
to the Colombian Congress on September 
13, 1948"). 


ARGENTINE INSURANCE DECREE 
The following is the pertinent section of 
the text of a letter and enclosure, dated 
October 29, 1948, from the United States 
Department of Commerce, concerning AR- 
GENTINE INSURANCE DECREE. 

“As you know, the Central Bank had in- 
terpreted ‘f.o.b. named interior point Argen- 
tine,’ as indicating ‘the customs house of ar- 
rival in Argentina, but before payment of 
customs duties and other charges. The defini- 
tion of the Reinsurance Institute is essentially 
in accord with that given in the ‘Revised 
Foreign Trade Definitions, 1941,’ under which 
the exporter is required to pay the cost of land- 
ing and the customs duties.” 

“Telegram No. 1053 from United States Em- 
bassy, Buenos Aires, Argentina, dated October 
28, 1948. 

“Conversation today Ben, Manager, Rein- 
surance Institute. Embassy informed cate- 
gorically definition ‘f.o.b. named interior point 
Argentina’ as given by Central bank applied 
only to Central Bank operations covering grant- 
ing of exchange and that Institute takes defini- 
tion to mean after payment customs duties and 
other charges. He further stated that since 
Central Bank giving no exchange to cover these 
charges it is impossible to insure abroad for 
shipments f.o.b. interior point. 

“As Institute’s rulings will determine pay- 
ment -f fines suggest American exporters be 
promptly warned of Institute’s interpretation 
as opposed to Central Bank’s statement.” 


DISCUSSIONS WITH GREECE 
AND NORWAY 

Discussions between American and Greek 
technical experts looking to the conclusion 
of treaties for the avoidance of double tax- 
ation with respect to income, and estates 
of deceased persons are being initiated in 
Athens this month. Similar discussions be- 
tween Norwegian and American experts are 
expected to be held in Washington before 
the end of February, 1949, according to De- 
partment of State announcement. 

The Tax Committee of NFTC will submit 
recommendations concerning the proposed 
Greek and Norwegian income tax treaties 
to appropriate Government officials. In that 
regard, NFTC Members are invited to sub- 
mit their suggestions on Greek-American 
and Norwegian-American tax problems.

PRESCRIBING PROCEDURES FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE RECIPROCAL 
TRADE-AGREEMENTS PROGRAM 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Constitution and statutes, including 
section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (46 Stat. 698), the Trade Agreements Act approved 
June 12, 1934, as amended (48 Stat. 943; 57 Stat. 125; 59 Stat. 410), and the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1948 (Pub. Law 792, 80th Cong.), and in the interest of the foreign-affairs 
functions of the United States and in order that the interests of the various branches of 
American economy shall be effectively promoted and safeguarded through the administra- 
tion of the trade-agreements program, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

PART I—ORGANIZATION—1. There is hereby established the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Trade Agreements (hereinafter referred to as the Trade Agreements Committee), 
which shall act as the agency through which the President shall, in accordance with sec- 
tion 4 of the said Trade Agreements Act, as amended, seek information and advice before 
concluding a trade agreement. With a view to the conduct of the trade-agreements pro- 
gram in the general public interest through a coordination of the interests of American 
industry (including agriculture), of American commerce and labor, and of American 
military, financial, and foreign policy, the Trade Agreements Committee shall consist of 
persons designated from their respective agencies by the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Secretary of Defense, the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of 
Commerce, the Secretary of Labor, and the Administrator for Economic Cooperation. The 
representative from the Department of State shall be the Chairman of the Trade Agree- 
ments Committee. 

2. There is hereby established the Committee for Reciprocity Information, which shall 
act as the agency to which, in accordance with section 4 of the Trade Agreements Act, 
as amended, the views of interested persons with regard to any proposed trade agree- 
ment to be concluded under the said Act shall be presented. The Committee for Reci- 
procity Information shall consist of the same persons as the Trade Agreements Com- 
mittee. The representative from the Department of Commerce shall be the Chairman of 
the Committee for Reciprocity Information. 

3. The Trade Agreements Committee and the Committee for Reciprocity Information. 
may invite the participation in their activities of other government agencies in any 
manner consistent with relevant legislation and this order. Each of the said committees 
may from time to time designate such subcommittees, and prescribe such procedures and 
rules and regulations, as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its functions. 

PART II—CONCLUSION OF AGREEMENTS—4. Before entering into negotiations 
concerning any proposed trade agreement under the Trade Agreements Act, as amended, 
the Trade Agreements Committee shall submit to the President for his approval a list of 
all articles imported into the United States which it is proposed should be considered 
in such negotiations for possible modification of duties and other import restrictions, 
imposition of additional import restrictions, or specific continuance of existing customs 
or excise treatment. As soon as possible after the approval by the President of such 
list, as originally submitted or in amended form, and transmission thereof to the United 
States Tariff Commission, the Trade Agreements Committee shall cause notice of inten- 
tion to negotiate such agreement, together with the said list of articles, to be published 
in the Federal Register. Such notice and list shall also be issued to the press, and suffi- 
cient copies thereof shall be supplied to the Tariff Commission and the Committee for 
Reciprocity Information for use in connection with such hearings as the Commission 
and the Committee may hold with respect thereto. Such notice, together with the list 
or a statement as to its availability, shall also be published in the Department of State 
Bulletin, the Treasury Decisions, and the Foreign Commerce Weekly. 

5 Upon receipt by the Tariff Commission of the list specified in paragraph 4 hereof, 
the Commission shall make an investigation and as soon as possible, and not later than 
one hundred twenty days after such receipt, shall report to the President its findings 
as to each article specified in the list in accordance with the said Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1948. A copy of such report to the President shall at the same time be 
transmitted to the Trade Agreements Committee. Such report shall be kept confidential 
by the Tariff Commission and the Trade Agreements Committee except, in the case of 
a report a copy of which has been submitted to the Committee on Ways and Means of 
the House of Representatives and the Committee on Finance of the Senate pursuant 
to section 5(b) of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948, any portions thereof 
which have been made public by one or both such Committees. The procedure and rules 
and regulations for the investigations by the Tariff Commission, and for the hearings 
to be held in connection therewith, shall from time to time be prescribed by the Commission. 

6. Any interested person desiring to present his views with respect to articles in

7. The Tariff Commission shall furnish facts, statistics, and other information at its 
command in accordance with the provisions of this order or of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1948. With respect to each article imported into the United States 
which is considered by the Trade Agreements Committee for possible modification of 
duties and other import restrictions, imposition of additional import restrictions, or 
specific continuance of existing customs or excise treatment in a trade agreement, the 
Tariff Commission shall make an analysis of the facts relative to the production, trade, 
and consumption of the article involved, to the probable effect of granting a concession 
thereon, and to the competitive factors involved. Such analysis shall be submitted in 
digest form to the Trade Agreements Committee. 

& With respect to each article exported from the United States which is considered 
by the Trade Agreements Committee for possible inclusion in a trade agreement, the 
Department of Commerce shall make an analysis of the facts relative to the production, 
trade, and consumption of the article involved, to the probable effect of obtaining a 
eoncession thereon, and to the competitive factors involved. Such analysis shall be sub- 
mitted in digest form to the Trade Agreements Committee. 

® After analysis and consideration of (a) the report by the Tariff Commission 
referred to in paragraph 5 hereof, (b) the studies and other information made available 
by the Tariff Commission under paragraph 7 hereof, (c) the studies of the Department 
of Commerce provided for in paragraph 8 hereof, (d) the views of interested persons 
presented to the Committee for Reciprocity Information pursuant to paragraph 6 hereof, 
and (e) any other information available to the Trade Agreements Committee, that Com- 
mittee shall make such recommendations to the President relative to the conclusion of 
the trade agreement under consideration, and to the provisions to be included therein, 
as are considered appropriate to carry out the purposes set forth in the Trade Agree- 
ments Act, as amended. Should the report by the Tariff Commission referred to in para- 
graph 5 hereof not be received by the President within one hundred twenty days after 
the receipt by the Commission of the list referred to in paragraph 4 hereof, the Trade 
Agreements Committee may make such recommendations to the President notwith- 
standing the absence of such report.

time as may be necessary to prevent such injury. : 

11. There shall be obtained from every government or instrumentality thereof with 
which any trade agreement is hereafter entered into a most-favored-nation commitment 
securing for the exports of the United States the benefits of all tariff concessions and 
other tariff advantages accorded by the other party or parties to the agreement to any 
third country. This provision shall be subject to the minimum of necessary exceptions 
and shall be designed to obtain the greatest possible benefits for exports from the 
United Ctates. 

PART LII—ADMINISTRATION OF AGREEMENTS—12. The Trade Agreements Com- 
mittee shall at all times keep informed of the operation and effect of all trade agreements 
which are in force. It shall recommend to the President or to one or more of the agencies 
represented on the Committee such action as is considered required or appropriate to 
carry out any such trade agreement and any rectifications and amendments thereof not 
requiring compliance with the procedures set forth in paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 hereof. The 
Trade Agreements Committee shall, in particular, keep informed of discriminations by 
any country against the trade of the United States which cannot be removed by normal 
diplomatic representations, and, if it considers that the public interest will be served 
thereby, shall recommend to the President the withholding from such country of the 
benefit of concessions granted under the Trade Agreements Act, as amended. 

13. The Tariff Commission, upon the request of the President, upon its own motion, 
or upon application of any interested party when in the judgment of the Tariff Com- 
mission there is good and sufficient reason therefor, shall make an investigation to 
determine whether, as a result of unforeseen developments and of the concession granted 
by the United States on any article to which a clause similar to that provided for in 
paragraph 10 hereof is applicable, such article is being imported in such increased 
quantities and under such conditions as to cause or threaten serious injury to the 
domestic industry producing like or similar articles. ‘Should the Tariff Commission find, 
as a result of its investigation, that such injury is being caused or threatened, it shall 





recommend to the President, for his consideration in the light of the public interest, 
the withdrawal of the concession, in whole or in part, or the modification of the con- 
cession, to the extent and for such time as the Tariff Commission finds necessary to 


prevent such injury. In the course of any investigation under this paragraph, the 
Tariff Commission shall hold public hearings, giving reasonable public notice thereof, 
and shall afford reasonable opportunity for parties interested to be present, to produce 
evidence, and to be heard at such hearings. The procedurue and rules and regulations 
for such investigations and hearings shall from time to time be prescribed by the Tariff 
Commission. 

14. The Tariff Commission shall at all times keep informed concerning the operation 
and effect of provisions relating to duties or other import restrictions of the United 
States contained in trade agreements heretofore or hereafter entered into by the Presi- 
dent under the authority of the Trade Agreements Act, as amended. The Tariff Com- 
mission, at least once a year, shall submit to the President and to the Congress a factual 
report on the operation of the trade-agreements program. 

15 The Committee for Reciprocity Information shall record reasonable opportunity 
to interested persons to present their views with respect to the operation and effect of 
trade agreements which are in force or to anv asnect thereof.

CAUSTIC SODA & ASH—INDIA 


The government of India has suspended the granting of licenses to import caustic soda 
and soda ash into India from dollar and hard currency countries according to a dispatch 
from the American Embassy in New Delhi made public today by the Department of Com- 
merce through its Office of International Trade. 

The dispatch states that the action (effective November 1) is a result of the large

RECIPROCITY COMMITTEE MOVED TO COMMERCE 


The Committee for Reciprocity Information, which formerly operated from a head- 
quarters provided by the United States Tarriff Commission, has been moved to an Office in 
the main Commerce Building where it will function under the chairmanship of John 
Evans, Director of the Commodities Division, Office of International Trade. ; 

This move is the result of an Executive Order of the President, dated October 6, which 
revised the organization of the Committee for Reciprocity Information and provided that 
a member named by the Secretary of Commerce shall serve as its chairman. Six other 
members are to be named by the Secretaries of State, Treasury, Defense, Agriculture, and 
Labor, and the Administrator for Economic Cooperation. 

EXPORT LICENSE REVOKED 

The export license privileges of the American Hellenic Corporation, 17 Battery Place, 
New York City, have been revoked permanently because of the corporation's filing of a 
false donor list in applying for a license to export gift packages to Greece, the OIT an- 
nounced. The suspension also applies to Theodore Kazantzis, president of the corporation. 

According to the findings, the American Hellenic Corporation applied for an export 
license on April 27, 1948, to send to Greece a shipment of wheat flour in packages purport- 
ing to be gifts from 5,434 named American donors to named Greek donees, 1 his applica- 
tion was intentionally false and fraudulent, the findings state, inasmuch as the American 
Hellenic Corporation had full knowledge that the list of donors named a substantial num- 
ber of persons who had no orders pending with the Corporation when the application 


was filed. 
NEW COMPREHENSIVE EXPORT SCHEDULE 

A new edition of the Comprehensive Export Schedule, containing all export control 
regulations in effect on September 30, 1948, has just been issued by the Department of 
Commerce through its Office of International Trade. 

The new edition, No. 26, supersedes the previous one issued on June 1, 1948, and in- 
cludes all changes previously disclosed in Current Export Bulletins 459 to 485, inclusive. 

Commerce officials pointed out that exporters should use the Comprehensive Export 
Schedule together with the Current Export Bulletins to keep up with changes as they 
occur. Current Export Bulletins are mailed free of charge to all interested persons on 
request. The new Export Schedule may be obtained for 25c. from any field office of the 
Department of Commerce, or from the Superintendent of Documents, U. 8S. Printing Office,

ECA JOINT STATEMENT 

This statement is issued jointly by the Economic Cooperation Administration and the 
U. S. Department of Commerce as the result of many requests from American businessmen 
concerning the payment for goods exported under the ECA program and the proper forms 
to be used in doing business under ECA. 

Generally speaking, the European Recovery Program will not affect the way in which 
buyers are located, sales are effected, and payment is made. It is the policy of the ECA 
to encourage free buying through private channels of trade. With only the siightest 
possible modification, which is explained below, foreign trade will be transacted in the 
same way and through the same channels as those employed prior to the inauguration of 
the European Recovery Program. 

In furnishing assistance under the program, ECA does not lend nor grant money 
directly to private individuals. ECA funds are made available directly to the governments 
of participating countries, either as a loan or as a grant to the country, or as a combina- 
tion of the two. Whether assistance is rendered on a loan basis or a grant basis, the 
documentation which the exporter must supply is the same. Importers will advise as to 
what documentation is needed when orders are placed under the ERP. 

Since these funds are government funds, an individual in a foreign country who wishes 
to buy a product under ECA financing, either in this country Or abroad, must go first to his 
own government and make suitable arrangements. His government may approve his 
proposed purchase if it fits into its recovery program under the Plan. Financial arrange- 
ments between the foreign buyer and his government are the concern of that government, 
and not of the Economic Cooperation Administration. It is expected that the foreign gov- 
ernment will require the individual to deposit with his government an amount of local 
currency equivalent to the amount of dollars needed. As far as the buyer is concerned, the

Drawback is also allowable 
upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts; medicinal 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on

IMPORT INVOICE DATA 


Customs appraising officers at New York have requested brokers to prepare a separate 


set of “submission sheets” covering each different line of goods in an import consignment 
when an invoice is submitted for a check of value before entry. Submission sheets are 
referred to the various examiners who appraise the different commodities or products and 
a copy of each sheet must be retained when the original sheet is initialed and given back 
to the broker as a guide in preparing entry papers. The use of a single submission sheet 
in duplicate would make it possible for no more than one examiner to have a record of 
a particular transaction.

Due to a provision of the President’s proclamation No. 2769 of January 30, 1948, in 
which the entry of a specified quantity of Cuban filler tobacco, unstemmed or stemmed 
(other than cigarette leaf tobacco) and scrap tobacco, affects the rate of duty on such 
tobacco from countries other than Cuba, a record is maintained of imports from Cuba. 
19,346,164 pounds of such Cuban tobacco were imported for consumption during the period 
January 1 to October 30, 1948, inclusive. 


FABRICATED GOLD 


Attention is invited to section 54.4 of the Gold Regulations (31 CFR, Part 54, printed 
in Federal Register of May 21, 1948), reading in part as follows: 

“Fabricated gold’? means gold which has, in good faith and not for the purpose of 
evading, or enabiing others to evade, the provisions of the act or of the regulations in 
this part, been processed or manufactured for some one or more specific and customary 
industrial, professional, or artistic uses, Provided, That no more than 80 per cent of the 
total domestic value of the processed or manufactured gold is attributable to the gold 
content thereof; but the term “fabricated gold” does not include gold coin or scrap gold. 

“Semi-processed gold’? means gold which has, in good faith and not for the purpose 
of evading, or enabling others to evade, the provisions of the act or of the regulations 
in this part, been processed or manufactured for some one or more specific and customary 
industrial, professional, or artistic uses, Provided, That more than 80 per cent of the total 
domestic value of the processed or manufactured gold is attributable to its gold content; 
but the term “semi-processed gold” does not include gold coin or scrap gold. 

Domestic value within the meaning of this section, generally speaking, means the 
value at which the material is carried on the books of the owner, that is, the cost and 
not the selling price. The percentage computation is made by dividing the cost of the 
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FABRICATED GOLD—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
fine gold in the article by the cost to him of the finished product, i. e., the cost of the gold 
plus the alloy, labor, overhead, etc. Any gold which by the application of this formula 
is determined to be “semi-processed” gold may not be exported without a Treasury gold 
license on Form TGL-15. Under this definition a simple ring, or bracelet, for instance, 
of any carat fineness could be a finished article and still be ‘“semi-processed” gold. [C/L 
2383—Supplement No. 1.]

IMPORTS OF WHITE OR IRISH POTATOES 

The following procedure is established for the control of the tariff-rate quota on im- 
ports of white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed, for the 12-month period ending 
September 14, 1949. During the period October 18, 1948, through September 14, 1949, 
importers of white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed, shall be required to deposit 
estimated duties at the full tariff rate prescribed in item 771 of Part I, Schedule XX, of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (T.D. 51802). 

The time zone and exact standard time of acceptance shall be noted on each entry 
for consumption covering this class of potatoes and shall be recorded on the quota reports 
of the collectors and comptrollers of customs. The quota status for duty purposes of 
such importations will be determined by the Bureau as soon as possible after the receipt 
of complete reports from collectors and comptrollers of customs. [C/L 2631.] 


DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY—ENTRY AND CLEARANCE OF VESSELS 
AT PLACES OTHER THAN PORTS OF ENTRY—CHANGE OF NAME OF 
DOCUMENTED VESSELS—I9 CFR 100.3 AMENDED 

Section 100.3 (19 CFR, 1946 Supp., 100.3), as amended by T.D. 51609, is further amended 
by the addition of new paragraphs (i) and (j) reading as follows: 

(i) The collector of customs concerned is hereby designated, pursuant to section 103 
of Reorganization Plan No. 3 of 1946 (3 CFR, 1946 Supp., ch. IV), as the officer of the 
Bureau of Customs who may, subject to the limitations prescribed, perform the function 
transferred to the Commissioner of Customs by section 102 of said Reorganization Plan 
of authorizing the entry or clearance of any vessel to be made at a place in his district 
other than a port of entry pursuant to section 447 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Such authori- 
zation shall be granted by the collector only upon the condition that the vessel will be 
under such customs supervision as he may deem to be necessary; that compliance will be 
had with all applicable customs and navigation laws and regulations; that the salary and 
expenses of the customs officer for such time as is required to be devoted to entry and 
clearance work, together with any expense incurred by such officer for services rendered 
in connection with the entry or delivery of merchandise, shall be reimbursed to the Gov- 
ernment under the provisions of section 1.2 (e) of the Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 
CFR, Cum. Supp., 1.2 (e); and that the collector shall be notified in advance of the arrival 
of the vessel concerned. [T.D. 52063.] 

(j) Under the authority contained in section 103 of Reorganization Plan No. 3 of 1946 
‘3 CFR, 1946 Supp., ch. IV), the collector of customs of any district in which the home 
port of a vessel of the United States is located in hereby designated as the officer of the 
Bureau of Customs who may perform the function transferred to the Commissioner of 
Customs by section 102 of said Reorganization Plan of authorizing the change of name 
of such vessel pursuant to the Act of February 19, 1920 (46 U. S. CG. 51-53.) [T.D. 52063.]

SWISS WATCH SYMBOLS, ETC. 


At present the disseminating of information concerning the allocation of Swiss watch 
importers’ symbols, and changes in the status of importers in regard to such symbols, is 
being accomplished in the Bureau by sending individual letters to the customs officers 
concerned, and by the periodic publication of the allocations and changes in lists under 
Bureau Confidential C/L No. 1558, dated May 21, 1948. 

Effective December 1, 1948, this function will be transferred from the Bureau to the 
Customs Information Exchange. The collector and the principal appraising officer of the 
customs collection district in which the importer is located will be notified of each allo- 
cation or change, and lists of the transactions will be distributed to all collectors and 
principal appraising officers. The first list will cover the period from December 1 to 31, 
1948, and all succeeding lists will cover the quarterly periods in the calendar year. The 
lists will be numbered consecutively, beginning with No. 1. The Bureau will issue a list 
under C/L No. 1558 covering allocations and changes received prior to December 1, 1948, 
the alphabetical card record by importer and by symbol, now being maintained in the 
Bureau, will be continued in the Customs Information Exchange. 

Customs officers shall engage in any necessary correspondence regarding this subject 
directly with the Customs Information Exchange. Matters pertaining to the improper 
use of symbols, etc., will continue to be handled in the offices of collectors and, in appro- 
priate cases, in the Bureau. Any questions relative to policy are for the consideration of 
the Bureau. In this connection, your attention is owptee to Bureau C/L No. 2088, dated 
June 19, 1940, and Bureau unnumbered C/L of April 29, 1946, and January 23, 1947 (363.3511).

by the United States and 22 other countries. The forthcoming negotiations are scheduleq 
to begin at Geneva on April 11, 1949. Plans for the negotiations were developed, and the 
date was set, at the Second Session of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement, 
held at Geneva in August and September of this year. ‘ 

The 11 countries listed below have expressed their desire to accede to the Genera] 
Agreement and to participate in the forthcoming negotiations. Denmark—Dominican Re. 
public—El Salvador—Finland—Greece—Haiti—Italy—Nicaragua—Peru—S weden—Uruguay, 

The Trade Agreements Committee also made public, as required by Executive Order 
No. 10,004 of October 5, 1948, a list, for each country with which the United States proposes 
to negotiate, of all products imported into the United States on which possible tariff con- 
cessions may be considered in the negotiations. The practice of publishing such lists has 
been followed since 1937. 

The Committee for Reciprocity Information announced that publie hearings will be 
held beginning December 7. Applications to be heard at the public hearings were received 
up to November 29, and the application must indicate the product or products, or other 
aspect of the negotiations, regarding which testimony is to be presented. The closing date 
for receiving written briefs and statements will be December 7. 

The United States Tariff Commission also announced the institution of an investiga- 
tion under section 3 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1948 with respect to each 
imported article included in the list of articles cn which possible tariff 
may be considered. The purpose if this investigation is to determine for each article 
(a) the limit to which modification of duties and other import restrictions or imposition 
of additional import restrictions, or continuance of existing customs or excise treatment 
may be extended in order to carry out the purpose of the Trade Agreements Act of 1934, 
as amended, without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry pro- 
ducing like or similar articles; and (b) the minimum increases in duties or additional 
import restrictions required in cases where increases in duties or additional import restric- 
tions are required to avoid serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or 
similar articles. 

In order to minimize duplication, arrangements have heen made so that 
submitted to the Tariff Commission in written statements and at public hearings, in 
accordance with its rules of practice and procedure, other than that which has been 
accepted by the Commission as confidential, will be made available to the Committee for 
Reciprocity Information. Thus, persons wishing to testify only with respect to articles 
on the public lists may, but need not, appear before the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion. However, those persons wishing to present information concerning possible import 
concessions different from .that presented to the Tariff Commission or wishing to present 
views with respect to export concessions to be obtained by the United States should present 
their information to the Committee for Reciprocity Information. 

List of articles.—A copy of the list of articles to be considered in this 
may be obtained from the United States Tariff Commission, Washington 25, D. C., or from 
the Commission's office in Room 437, Custom House, New York 4, N. Y. The list is being 
published in the Federal Register and is also available for reference in the field offices of 
the Department of Commerce. The investigation will be limited to articles on list.

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” IN TRADE AGREEMENTS 

In February 1948 the United States Tariff Commission completed the above mentioned 
report, which had been prepared in response to a resolution of the Committee on Ways 
and Means of the House of Representatives. On page 5 the Commission stated: 

Increase in imports The escape clause specifies that the injury or threat of injury must be 
aused by imports “in such increased quantities” as to have that effect. The ancrease must be 
in terms of quantity. The increase must be absuluie and not merely relative to domestic produc- 
tion. ; . p 

This interpretation of the escape clause, however, does not appear to be in line with 
what the signatories of the Geneva Agreement intended. It was decided at the Havana 
Conference for drafting the {TO Charter that the word “relatively should be inserted in 
the escape clause of the ITO Charter between “such and “increased, so as to make it 
clear that the intention was to cover cases where imports, although not increased abso- 
lutely, may have increased relative to domestic production. The contracting parties of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade at the meeting held in Geneva, Switzerland in 
August-September 1948 have endorsed this interpretation. The paragraph quoted above 
with respect to “increase in imports” is accordingly deleted from the Tariff Commission 
report and in lieu thereof, the following is substituted: 

Increase in imports.—The escape clause specifies that the injury or threat of injury must be 
caused by imports “in such increased quaitities” as to have that effect. This means that im- 
ports under the trade agreements must supply a laryer share of domestic consumption than they 
did during a previous period. In other words, if imports, alihough at the same or at an even 
lower level that in the base verivd, have increased re lative to declining domestic production cand 
injury to domestic producers has resulied, action is permissible under the escape clause. This 
explanation merely illustrates the meaning of “increased imports” and is not to be take n to 
preclude action under the escape clause im cases where domestic production has expanded, if the 
share of imports in the domestic market has increased and the requisite finding with respect to 
injury is made. 

The procedure for the escape clause was originally established under Executive Orde) 
9832. That order is now superseded by Executive Order 10004, which continues the same 
procedure for carrying out the provisions of the escape clause in trade agreements. [xcept 
for change as indicated above, the criteria and procedure set forth in the document is the 
same under the new Executive Order 


NEW RULES FOR TARIFF COMMISSION PROCEDURES, UNDER TRADE 
AGREEMENTS 

The Tariff Commission has issued a new edition of its Rules of Practice and Procedure. 
This edition is a revision of the former rules and brings together in one document all of 
the rules governing the Commission’s work, ; ’ 

The principal changes in the Commission's rules result from the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1948. This Act directs the Commission to conduct an investigation with 
respect to each article listed by the President for trade agreement negotiation. The pur- 
pose of the investigation is to determine the possibility of injury to domestic industry if 
a tariff concession is granted on an article. The Commission must determine for each item 
listed for negotiation the minimum duty that can be established without threat of serious 
injury to domestic industry. If the President in a trade agreement exceeds this minimum, 
he must explain his action to Congress. He can, however, put the agreement into effect 
without obtaining the specific approval of Congress. 

With regard to investigations under this provision, the Commission's rules provide for 
a public notice of investigation and hearing and for transmission of the list of products 
involved to anyone requesting it. The rules prescribe that the public hearing will ordi- 
narily commence 30 days after public notice is issued and that parties interested may either 
present their case orally at the hearing or submit their information and views in writing 
at any time up to the close of the hearing. The rules also permit the filing, not later than 
10 days after the close of the hearing, of briefs summarizing the pertinent points. Sue- 
gestions are also made as to the kind of data which in general will have revelance to the 
investigation.

The revised rules are substantially the same as the former rules with respect to in- 
vestigations under sections 336 and 337 of the tariff act (the flexible tariff and unfair 
competition, respectively), under section 504 of the Philippine Trade Act, under the escape 
clause of trade agreements (formerly covered by Executive Order 9832 and now covered 
by Executive Order 10004), and under section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1933, as amended, although note should be taken that the scope of this section has been 
materially expanded by the Agricultural Act of 1948. 

The rules were printed in the Federal Register of October 23, 1948. Copies of the

MEXICO—Effective November 1, 1948, air parcel post service will be inaugurated to 
Mexico. he postage rates will be 64 cents for the initial weight unit of four ounces or 
fraction, and 18 cents for each additional four ounces or fraction, with a w eight limit of 
44 pounds. ; 

Air parcels will be subject to the same size and other postal requirements as surface 
parcel post for Mexico. Air parcels will be accepted for mailing at any United States post 
oftice and will be forwarded by the regular domestic air mail channels from the office of 
mailing to the appropriate international exchange office of dispatch. The parcels will be 
given air transportation to and within Mexico if delivery can be expedited by so doing. 

RUMANIA—The following procedure is established for the mailing of medicines to 
Rumania: Before mailing, the sender should send three notarized copies of an invoice 
covering the shipment to the Rumanian Legation, 1601 Twenty-third Street NW., Wash- 
ington, D. C., accompanied by a fee of $1.02 and a request that they be legalized. When 
the legalized invoices are returned to him, the sender should enclose one in the parcel and 
send another to the addressee by letter for use in taking delivery of the parcel. The third 
copy may be retained by the sender. 

Compound medicines and pharmaceutical specialties (unless authorized by the Ruman- 
ian Legation as indicated above) as well as mineral waters, are delivered only on special 
authorization of the Chief Sanitary Council of Rumania. 

PHILIPPINES—Articles in the regular (Postal Union) mails may be accepted for 
registration to many additional cities in the Republic of the Philippines. A list of the 
names of the cities involved may be consulted at any local post office. 

GERMANY—The restriction limiting personal air mail of German civilians in the 
American and British zones of Germany to air-letter sheets has been removed and the 
service has been extended to include personal air mail from the French zone of Germany 
also. German civilians in the American, British and French zones may now purchase air- 
mail stamps for use on letters of usual form up to 100 grams (3% ounces) in weight. 

MANCHURIA—Fffective at once, all mail service to Manchuriia is suspended. Articles 
addressed to any place in Manchuria will not be accepted for mailing, and any which 
have been mailed but not dispatched from the United States will be returned to the senders. 

MEXICO—"Cigarettes” have been added to the articles which are temporarily pro- 
hibited admission in the mails to Mexico. 

BRAZIL—Parcel post packages exceeding 22 pounds in weight are now accepted for 
additional offices in Brazil. The complete list of offices in Brazil for which parcels up to 
44 pounds in weight are accepted are: Belem, Belo Horizonte, Florianopolis, Fortaleza, 
Manaus, Pelotas, Porto Alegre, Recife, Rio de Janeiro, Rio Grande, Salvador, Santos, and 
Sao Paulo. Parcels for all other places in Brazil must not exceed 22 pounds in weight. 

ITALY AND VATICAN CITY STATE—FEffective November 15, 1948, regular parcel post 
service will be resumed to Italy, including the Republic of San Marino, and Vatican City 
State. On and after the date mentioned, parcels for the countries named, whether sent by 
surface means or by air, will no longer be restricted to gift parcels. 

COSTA RICA—FEffective November 15, 1948, Postal Union (regular) mail articles will 
be accepted for special delivery to all post offices in Costa Rica. An article intended for 
special delivery service in Costa Rica must be prepaid 20 cents, in addition to the regular 
postage. An “Express (special delivery)”’ label Form 2977 must be affixed to the cover, 
or the cover must be marked boldly in red ink ‘‘Express” directly below but never on the 
stamps. 

COLOMBIA—Air parcel-post to Colombia has been resumed. The postage rates are 
$1.21 for the initial weight unit of four ounces or fraction, and 40 cents for each additional 
four ounces or fraction, with a weight limit of 44 pounds. 

Air parcels are subject to the same size and other postal requirements as_ surface 
parcel post for Colombia, except that air parcels may not be insured or sent collect-on- 
delivery.

YUGOSLAVIA—Books, newspapers, and other printed matter are admitted to Yugo- 
slavia when addressed to distributors authorized by the Presidium of the Yugoslav Gov- 
ernment, or when special authorization has been given by the General Secretary of that 
Government. Printed matter whose contents may be contrary to national interest or public 
morals in Yugoslavia may be confiscated by court action, and repeatedly offending publica- 
tions may be permanently prohibited from importation. 

HONDURAS —To facilitate the handling at destination, the senders of commercial 
parcels sent by air to the Republic of Honduras should forward a copy of the relative 
commercial invoices by air mail to the Direction General of Posts at Tegucigalpa, Honduras.

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TRADE WITH E.C.A. COUNTRIES 
September, 1948 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports to the participating E.C.A. countries continued to decline and amounted to $324.7 
million in September compared with $333.1 million in August. Exports declined sharply 
to China from $19.0 to $7.7 million, to Germany from $81.0 to $57.8 million, and to France 
from $37.7 to $30.8 million. On the other hand, exports to Greece rose from $16.8 to $25.4 
million, and exports to Turkey from $6.9 to $10.5 million. 

General imports from the E.C.A. participating countries amounted to $90.0 million in 
September compared with $82.9 million in August. The principal changes from August 
to September were: Netherlands $3.8 td $7.9 million, Belgium and Luxembourg from $6.3 
to $10.0 million, Sweden $7.8 to $4.0 million, and the United Kingdom from $24.1 to $21.9 
million. [F.T. 951.]

EXPORT CONTROL POLICIES OUTLINED BY PAKISTAN 
The Government of Pakistan has published a new notification governing export trade 
eontrol. All finished products manufactured in Pakistan on a substantial scale will be 
allowed to be exported freely, without license, in order to give impetus to national indus- 
tries. As in the past, re-exports of goods imported into Pakistan for which payment is 
made out of Pakistan foreign exchange reserves will be restricted. 


MANY ITEMS REQUIRE NO EXPORT LICENSE 

A substantial number of items has been added to the list of commodities which may 
be shipped to any destination in the world without an export license. These commodities, 
collectively known as the “GRO” list, are the only goods which may be shipped to Europe 
without a license. All listed items are currently in free supply, and export shipment of 
these goods to any destination will not interfere with the furtherance of U. S. foreign 
policy, OIT officials said. . 

The additions to the “GRO” list are set forth in Current Export Bulletin number 494. 
Typical of the additions to the list are: fresh or frozen poultry and game; eggs and egg 
products; furs and fur manufactures; canned and dried vegetables; sugar, molasses and 
sirups; cotton, wool and silk wearing apparel; certain types of lumber and lumber prod- 
ucts; bristol board; building paper; paper envelopes; glass containers; electric lamps; 
corsets, brassieres and girdles except rubber and rubberized; household medicinals and 
pharmaceuticals; certain types of paints and varnishes; athletic and sporting goods; 
paintings and other art goods; coin operated vending machines; and household personal 
effects. 

Masonite building board, formerly on the “GRO” list, has been removed, and shipments 
of this commodity to Europe will require OIT export licenses beginning November 23, 1948. 


IMPORT LICENSING & EXCHANGE REGULATIONS—FAR EASTERN 
AREAS 
The Far Eastern Branch of the Office of International Trade has recently issued sum- 
maries of import licensing and exchange control regulations in Far Eastern areas. These 
summaries cover Burma, China, French Indochina, Hong Kong, Japan, Malaya and Singa- 
pore, Netherlands Indies, Republic of the Philippines, and Siam. A bulletin containing the 
summaries is available to interested firms upon request.

amount of his own funds he must spend is not changed by the Plan. He will use his own 
money, or obtain a loan, as the case may be. Therefore, the ability of the buyer to pay 
remains as important as under normal conditions. 

If the foreign government approves the individual's project and the purchase is to be 
made in the United States, the individual places an order with a United States supplier in 
the customary way—that is, directly or through broker, importer, etc. When a foreign 
government is buying through a purchasing mission, or where a United States Government 
Agency is doing the buying, the individual foreign buyer will not place his own order 
directly. In such case, the order will come from the purchasing mission or the appropriate 
United States Government Agency. 

It should be emphasized, however, that it was the intent of the Congress, and it is 
the policy of the Economic Cooperation Administration, that to the greatest extent possible 
purchases should be made through normal channels of private trade. 

When an order is placed, the buyer should advise the vendor whether or not it comes 
under an Economic Cooperation Administration Procurement Authorization. If so, there 
are several ways in which payment may be made. These arrangements are made with 
the Economic Cooperation Administration by the foreign government, and the buyer will 
furnish the vendor with the ECA Procurement Authorization Number and inform him 
as to the method of payment, as well as the commercial documents to be furnished as 
basis for payment. The documentation which is ordinarily required is detailed further 
on in this statement.

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—CANADA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Reshipment of Foreign Nursery Stock from the United States to Canada 

In an exchange of views with the Division of Plant Protection of the Canadian 
Department of Agriculture, regarding the reshipment of foreign nursery stock from the 
United States to Canada, that Division has emphasized the requirement of certification 
summarized in Circular BEPQ 514, beginning at the bottom of page 3. 

The Canadian regulation stipulates that all plant material for propagation purposes 
imported from any country shall be accompanied by a certificate of inspection issued by 
an authorized inspector in that country. The Division of Plant Protection informs us that 
iinportations into the United States, cleared from customs and released into the domestic 
commerce of the United States and then reshipped to Canada, are regarded as United 
States exports and should be covered by certificates of inspection according to BEPQ 514, 
pages 3 and 4. oa 

We are also informed that under the same regulation shipments which have physi- 
cally arrived in the United States but which were refused entry on account of pests cannot 
be entered into Canada upon reshipment there from the United States because a certificate 
of inspection as to freedom from pests obviously could not be issued by an authorized 
official in this country. 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—AUSTRALIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Importation of Hops Into Tasmania Prohibited 

According to Proclamation No 27P issued June 23, 1948, the importation into the State 
of Tasmania of hops (the commercial product of the hop plant (Humulus lupulus L.)) is 
prohibited from countries other than those known to be free from “Downy Mildew” (caused 
by the fungus Pseudoperonospora humuli (M. & T.) Wilson) and “Hops Mosaic” (caused 
by a virus). 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—SWITZERLAND 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Restrictions on Account of San Jose Scale 
Decree of June 1, 1948 by the Federal Council at Berne, Switzerland to combat the 
San Jose scale, has been issued with instructions by the Division of Agriculture concern- 
ing the campaign against that insect dated April 30, 1946 which remain in force until 
a new set of instructions is issued. [BEPQ 413, Revised, Supplement No. 1.]

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THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930 AS NOT AMENDED—Continued 


eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
there are a number of other long overdue 
changes needed in our law if a larger vol- 
ume of desirable imports is to be en- 
couraged. To mention but a few: __ 
+The elimination of those provisions 
which are purely intended to support the 
obsolete “protect the revenue” concept of 
tariff administration. These were adopted 
vears ago when customs receipts were a 
large proportion of the revenue needed to 
support the annual budget of total Fed- 
eral expenses. That condition has long 
since ceased to exist. 

* A time limit should be placed on the 
appraisement and liquidation of import 
entries. 

« Undue and harsh penalties against im- 
porters acting in good faith should be 
eliminated. 

* The requirement for certified or con- 
sular invoices should be eliminated. 

« Many paragraphs of the tariff schedules 
should be amended so that more logical 
classifications of imported articles may be 
made. For example, paragraph 1529(a) 
covering laces, embroideries, fringes, etc., 
should certainly not apply to such articles 
as cotton rugs and scarfs having a warp 
“fringe.” 

¢ Clarification of tariff language in those 
paragraphs where present provisions have 
proven unnecessarily complex or which are 
not up to date with technological develop- 
ments which have occurred since 1930. For 
instance, a desirable revision of the 
“watch and clock” paragraphs (pars. 367 
and 368) was mentioned by the U. S. 
Tariff Commission in its War Changes in 
Industry Report No. 20. 

It is to be hoped that the Committee on 
Ways and Means of the new Congress may 
take up these important questions in a 
“Customs Administrative Act of 1949” 
early in the session next January. Such 
action would be an appropriate companion 
= the extension of the Trade Agreements 

ct. 

The Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
as amended by the Trade Agreement Ex- 


tension Act of 1948 will require action by 
the new Congress, preferably before its 
expiration on June 30, 1949. It would 
seem desirable that the entire Act (Sec- 
tion 350 of the tariff) be rewritten in the 
next session. For one thing, the state- 
ment of the purpose was written in 1934 
and should be brought up to date as it now 
refers to “assisting in the present emer- 
gency in restoring the American standard 
of living, in overcoming domestic unem- 
ploymenet and the present economic de- 
pression.” The Committee for Reciprocity 
Information should be restored on the 
original basis and the United States 
Tariff Commission again made a member 
agency of the Committee. The cumber- 
some “peril point” plan should be elim- 
inated, but the so-called “escape clause” 
procedure for the protection of domestic 
industries that might be injured or threat- 
ened by reason of sharply increased im- 
ports under trade agreement duty rates 
should be a part of the Act, with an 
amendment, however, to section 517 so 
that penalties for frivolous protests under 
the “escape clause” provisions will be 
invoked. 

Finally, if it is not considered expedi- 
ent to make section 350 a permanent part 
of the administrative provisions of our 
tariff law, then the Trade Agreements Act 
(section 350) should be extended for a 
five-year period from its expiry date of 
June 30, 1949. A _ three-vear extension 
would bring the Act before Congress again 
in the Presidential election year 1952. A 
four-vear extension would bring the ques- 
tion before Congress early in the inaugu- 
ral year 1953. A minimum extension of 
the Act until June 1954 is not only desir- 
able to avoid political complications, but 
would also place the United States in a 
strong position to continue its leadership 
toward the progressive reduction of exces- 
sive trade barriers. The significance of 
changes to strengthen our reciprocal trade 
agreements program will be well under- 
stood abroad.
